DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the abstract is too short. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Jacobi et 
al U.S. Patent No 6,249,531 B1. 

As per claim 1 , Jacobi et al teaches a system that provides user of a single line 
multiple uses of said line comprising: a modem (see fig.3 element 14) , said modem 
compressing a signal traveling through said analog line (see fig.3 element 28 and 
abstract and col.2, lines 40-58 and col.3, lines 8-20, 55-67); said modem providing 
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simultaneous transmission of two or more speech or data calls (see col.4, lines 1-5 and 
col.5, lines 15-27). 

As per claim 2, Jacobi et al teaches wherein said modem is computer is known 
in the art as a (programmable) device (see col. 2, lines 5-6).

Lassing et al U.S. Patent No 6,229,846 B1 teaches an apparatus and method for 
implementing high-speed modem.

Tsukamoto et al U.S. Patent No 5,710,843 teaches a document processing apparatus.
